Times by the late Major-Genem! Palmer, 
whose memory is still fresh in Hongkong. 

The general ‘get up' of the book ia very 
attractive, IG is well printed. and 
well iljustrated. There are 76 photo- 
graphic printe, many of which represent 
especially good wark, ‘To give some idea of 
the naturo of tho iklystrations it will perhara 
be eufficient to mention the following : —The 
Ragarogawa Bridge, o Hird’a-cye view of 
Cloudland, a Street in Kyoto, Fishermen in 
Winter, Ruina of Ogaki, ete. 

It was duriog his residence in Tokyo 
that Major-General Palmer wrote aa a re- 
gulor correspondent to The Times, General 
Palmer waa yell koown fo many residents in 
the Far Enat, as Private Secretary and A.D.

There is something about the country and its 
people that never fuils to win lasting and ever 
affectionate regard,’ Of qonrse auch a state- 
ment as this might be severely’ criticised by 
some who do not take so kindly to the 
people, and whose admiration for (hem would 
| xcavoely be expreesed in such emphatic terms 
aa these. However, it is always plensant to 
seo with another man’s view, if the unly 
result be (o extend the horizon of our own. 
In thia opening chapter Wo get_ a good 
desoription of ‘Life at a Jnpanese Spa,’ an 
the chapter is dated Ikno, 20th August 1886. 

Wo are not writing this Review with a 
very intimate knowledge of the scones 
described: but those scenes are fall of 
interest to ona who anticipates o visit to the 
localities depicted by the writer. :

Officer of the Gaul are not at present | 
availed of when assistance ie required 
in the Government Civil Hospital. 

In view of the above faots, wo beg to 
make tho following recommendations for 
the re-conatilution of the medical steff and 
o gonoral re-distribution of tho duties por- 
Inining to them) © 

We consider that the fille of Colonial 
Surgeon is s misnomer and should be ! 
abolished, and that in his placo a Principal 
Medical Officer of the Government, whose 
duties ‘should bo both executive and ad. 
ministrative, should be appointed. Such 
officer should: be the recognised haad of the 
medical staff proper, but should, in our 
opinion, also perform the duties of the 
Buperintendont of the Government Civil 
Hospital in so far that he should superin- 
tend and be responsible for the satisfactory 
management of that. institution, 

The Principal Medical Officor ‘should 
have ander bis control and at his-dispusal 
the following stof:—-  « 

(a) Two Medical Officers who shou'd or- 

arily perform the duties of Assia. 
tinta atthe Government Civil Hospital, 
One of thera officers to be available for 
attending the subordinate officers of 
the G.vernment and the Police, 

{h) Health Officer. of tho’ Port, This 
officer would ordinorily not be available 
for ather duties, but in timea of emet- 
geney should be at the entire disposal 
of the Principal Medical Officer and at 
all timea under his orders. 

(c) Medical Officer in Chatge of tho Gaol, 


Answer, —We consider that in no cane 
shauld: private. practice. he.-allowed to offi- 
cera of the medical ntaff of the Government, 
and have based our proposals for the re- 
otganisation of tho stalf on the underatand- 
ing that thia privilege, where it now exisin, 
will bo withdrawn, and that the zervices of 
thé whole staff will be etirely atthe dis- 
pesal of the Government., ; 

We, however, maka the above recom- 
mendation conditionally upon medical offi- 
cers of the Government being allowed, as 
hitherto. to ba called in by private practi- 
tioners for the purpose of holding cousulia- 
tions, to which we soo no objection what- 
ever, 

In connection with the question of pri- 
vate practice, it has been brought to our 
notice that ex-pationte of the Government 
Civil Hospital often visit Hongkong from 
Une Coast ports for the purpose of conpult- 
ing the medical officers at the Hospital, 
who aro well acquainted with thotr cases, 
having treated them during thete periods of 
sickness. In such casey we are given to 
understand that unleas these ex-patienta 
re-enter'the Hospital, tho doctors are not 
allowed to (ander advico or opinions, and it 
hae been auggeated that to thia extent and 
alrictly within these limits private prac- 


‘tice should bo allowed and the doctors 


snthorived to eee such patienta end 
charge’a feo therefor, Wo are not, how- 
aver, propared to endorse this Istter 
suggestion, it appears to us that there 
is no objection to these ex-patienta consent. 
ing, if they ao desira, the medical officers of 
the Hospital service in these cases, but seo- 
ing that tha medical service ia provided by 
tho Government, and that the doctora are 
consulted in such coscs quad officers of the 
Government Civil Hospital aod not gud 
privato practitioners, we think that all feces 
zo chargeablo should be credited to the 
Government and not ‘to its. individual 
oflisers. 

Question 4,—To what extent the Chinese 
community avail themselves of the Civil 
Hospital, and what sleps, if any, can be 
taken to make it moro popular with’ the 
Chineso? ‘ 

Answer.—From the evidenca taken on 
this eubject wo are of opinion that, having 
regard to the accommodation, provided, the 
strength of the medical and nursing staff, 
&o., the advantages of the Hospital aro fully 
availed of by the Ohinese, and thatthe num- 
ber of heda'is at times hardly -equal to the 
number of patients applying to be admit- 
ted. As regards the out-patients we learn 
that thore aro more applicants than, under 
tho existing arrangements, can pousibly be 
attended to, and that they have conatantly 
to bo sent away in consequence, It is

“Question 5.—To what extont non-Govern-

Officer of ‘Health for the Colony, 
vis-a-vis the Medical Officer of Health for 
the Port; but, unjike tho latter officer, en- 
tirely independant of the control of the 
Principal Medicul Officer, Tho Hoalth 
Officer for the Colony should, ia our 
opinion, have no connection whatever with 
the medical ataff propor. © His position 
should be quite distinct. He should bo the 
medical adviser of the Government on all 
suniaty mattera through the Sanitary 
Board, to which ho should Bo attached 
(not necessarily asa subordinate officer of 
the Bua:d) and on which be should occupy 


a sent. Ha should however, in our 
opinion, be entitled to no vote, his duties 
on the Board being. purely of an advisory 
nature. and it being obviously’ undesirable 
that. be should enter into any discussion 
upon pointa on which ho is called upon to 
advise. ra 

“Wo aro vot prepared to Jny down do: 
finitely the specific duties that should be 
arsigned to the propused new officer ; thay 
taust necessarily depend to a greut extent 
on local conditions and circumstances, 
which are perhaps better. known to the Go- 
vernment than to ourselves, but we cans 
sider that the duties performed by similar 
officers ia gome of our larga towna at home 
should, mutatis mutandis, bo assigned to 
the Health Officer for tho Colony, and wa 
append for the information of tho Govarn- 
ment a copy of the dotios laid down by the 
Bradford Corporation for their Medical 
Officer of Health, and an abstract of those 

erformed by timilor officers in tho ity of 
Fondo, which it may be found desirable 
to adapt to local requirements, 

With regard to the qualifications requisite 
for the praposod offica, we sre strongly ot 
opinion that tho selected cahdidate should 
posseas n pablic health. diploma in addition 
to his ordivary medical degree, Hoe should, 
in short, be an oxpert in all matters affect’, 
ing the public health. } 

Question. 2.-Whother the existing staff 
ig suflicient.to meot the ordinary require. 
-ment of the Colony, and what apeci 
atrangamenis, if any, should bo made in 
cane of emergency 7 . 

' Answer—We have. -alroady dealt with 
tho first’ part of this question and exproased 
lr opinion that under. the re-arrasgement 
proposed above the numerical slrength of 
the staf is sufficient for the ordinary re- 
quirements of the Colony, : 

“With rogard to.;tho’ latter half of the 
‘qaestion, we have also provided above for 


inatituttons in tho futuro, ‘ 
Answer.—Wo find that the only: non- 
Government Hospital hitherto regularly 
inspocted is the Tung Wa Hospital.

Question 6.—W hether the scheme suggest- 
ed inthe enclosed letter from the. Acting 
Superintendent of the Goverament Civil 
Hospital for the training of nurses loca)ly. ia 
practiouble, and if so, whether it is desirable 
in the interests of economy and eflicienoy P 

Answoer,—We consider that the soheme 
refarred to is practionble to this extent, viz, 
that the young womed, whom it is proposed 
to train, shonld ba traingd on the under. 
standing that thay can quolify as * nurses? 
only and can never, attaia to the rook of 
*gintore’ to whom they will and must always 
remain subordinate. Wo ore of opinion they 
cannot be trained looslly with a view to 
ullimately taking the plage of the European 
sieters, aad that, oven if they could be, it 
wwonld be obviously undesirable on Lhe 
groands of their nationstity and origin to 
accord ther such equality, Subject to the 
abuve limitations, we are prepared to recom~ 
mend the scheme ag a tentative measure and 
on the grounds‘af economy, We understand 
that in the futnre two of the sisters will bo 
away on loave at the same time, and it is 
anticipated that with the anvistance of tho 
young women whom it is proposed to train, 
the remainder of the nursing stof will be, 
able to oarry on the work eatisfastorily, and 
that the necessity of obtaining an extra 
Eleter from home fo enable members of the 
nursing staff to take lenve when it falls dus, 
will thus be obviated, We are also prepared 
to revommend the schomo on independent 
grounds in the hope that, if it succeeds, the 
want of an’ outside. nursing ataif which 
would be available for ptivato cases, would 
be gradually supplied, Whether or not the’ 
training of Whese-young women will ultina- 
tely epablo the Government to reduce the 
stoff of Enropedn sisters, wa ore unable at 
present to say.” Itis possible, however, that 
af they prove to be capable nurees, thedatice 
of the sisters may gradually become of. a 
lighter and mote supervisory nature, aod in 
that ovent their nomber might eventaally 
be reduced to what is necessary for the, pur- 
pose of supervieion, tha ‘nurses’ so-called 
doing much of the work at present performed 
by the sisters. Wa are pot, however, in & 
porition to- forecast events, and wo therefore 
make no recommendation for the reduction 
of the Enropean nureing etoff unless ofraum.

Having now dealt with all the qucstions 
aubmitted to us for enquiry, wo beg leave to 
add one or to suggestions which have oo- 
curred to us in connection with the subject 
under review, | . ‘ : 

Tt has come uader our notice in the souras 
of oar enquiry that the present observation 
ward at the Govetament Civil Mospital is 
wholly unsnitable for the purpose for which 
it is intesded, Being a wooden structare, 
it ia nocessarily very inflammable in the dry 
seneou, atd we learo. that it has 
been more than once parlially destroyed by 
fire, “Wo would therefore reepeotfally. sub- 
mit the great danger to which patients are 
exposed by boing honeed in 8 wooden build- 
ing, and urge the eorly erection of a per- 
manent brick or stone, structure, for which: 
we aro informed plans have already beca 
prepared, 

We would further beg to. suggest that 
the Kennedy Town Police Station be por= 
manently reserved as a Hospital for the rex 
ception of infectious or contngions disonees, 
wheg the, Hygeia ia fall or when it ix un 
desirable to remove patients oordss the water. 
With these additional suggestiona, which wo 
trust will receive the favourable considerae
